Attorney General 
Loses Plea to Rush 
Hearing 


DES MOINES, Ia.—(Special)— 
The effort of the Attorney General’s 
office to have the Supreme Court 
advance the time allotted by law tc 
Norman Baker to file a petition for 
a re-hearing by the court of the 
injunction appeal, failed today when 
the motion to that effect filed by 
the state was over-ruled. The su- 
preme court recently filed an opin- 
ion reversing the judgment of the 
lower court which had denied the 
state an injunction against Norman 
Baker. The law provides sixty days 
for filing a petition for a re-hear- 
ing. -The attorney general’s office 
attempted to have the supreme 
court require Baker to file his pe- 
tition within 50 days. 

The matter was argued this 
morning, Attorney J. F. Devitt rep- 
resenting Baker. The court set 
May 5 as the date on which the full 
court will hear argumerits on the 
petition for re-hearing, the matter 
being given precedence to all other 
matters scheduled to come before 
the supreme court during the May 
term. Under the ruling today, Bak- 
er has until April 17th to file his 
petition for the re-hearing. 


Local attorneys stated today that 
the effort of the attorney general 
to deprive Baker of his legal rights 
in the matter of filing a petition for 
a re-hearing was without preced- 
ent in the state of Iowa. The code 
of 1927 specifically gives sixty days 
in which -fo, 


to. advance the time for filing was 
declared by local attorneys to be a 
plain effort to deprive Baker of 
rights clearly given him by the 
law of Iowa.

FEDERAL TAXES 
MAY INCREASE 


Boost in Income Lev- 
ies Probable Is 
Report 





WASHINGTON — (INS — The 
country may face an increase in 
federal income taxes to offset an- 
ticipated treasury deficits, but not 
before the 1932 presidential cam- 
paign, it was learned today on Cap- 
itol Hill. 

The expected deficit of $700,000,- 
000 on July 1, the end of the cur- 
rent fiscal year, will be met by the 
issuance of short-term certificates, 
thus postponing the day of ac- 
counting. This will postpone a de- 
cision of increasing taxes until the 
end of the next fiscal year, or July 
1, 1932. As that date falls in the 
midst of the next presidential cam- 
paign, political leaders were agreed 
there could be no increase in fed- 
eral taxes until after the election. 

The administration r:canwhile 
will try to hold down expenditures 


,jand institute government econo- 


mies during the coming fiscal year. 
Administration leaders in the next 
c6ngress likewise will strive to re- 
duce the ever-growing appropria- 
tions for the following fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1933. They are 
hopeful of cutting the annual cost 
of government far below the $5,- 
300,000,000 figure reached in the 
session just closed. 

The administration’s hope to 
avoid a tax increase rests largely 
on the trend of business activity in 
the next 12 months. A sharp re- 
covery in business would bring 
greater revenue to the governmert 
and might even obviate the neces-: 
sity for increasing taxes at all.

DES MOINES.—(INS) — State 
administration forces today had re- 
ceived their first hard blow in re- 
gard to their tax revision program.

board by two cierics who appeared 





today before the legislative inves- 
tigating committee. 


Both declared the board does not | 


devote enough time to hearing} 
cases and that in many instances 
sentences were too long, and in- 
equitably pronounced. : 
At the same time, stories wére 
toid of former days when it was 
charged paroles could be bought 
and there was testimony relating to 
charges of dope peddling ‘within 
the prison walls, of mén being 

“taken for a ride,” of efforts to 
“frame” inmates on murder 
charges; of the activities of “stusl" 
pigeons, and the constant appre- 
hension that there would be just 
such outbréaks as those of recent 
weeks. 

Priest Testifiés 
Rev. George L. Whitmeyer, for- 
mer Episcopal chaplain, and Fa- 
ther Elijius Weir, Catholic chap- 
lain, were the two who told their 
stories to the committee today. 

Summed up, Father Weir’s testi- 
mony was: “I am sure there are 
innocent men in the prison. In 
35,000 pérsonal interviews in four 
‘and a half years, at least 5,000 have 
beén complaints against the pa- 
role board. The board dos not de- 
vote enough time to its work. I 
have not attended meetings of the 
board and what I say it what I 
have learned from the boys. But 
prisons were not inaade to permit 
the wreaking of private vengeance. 
When hearings are to be heard 
*rappers’ are notified and the board 
believes the rappers rather than 
the boys. I am told abusive lan- 
guage is used when they »re befcre 
the board and many of them’ de- 
clare they are sentenced on their 
past records rather than the new 
record.” 

Whitmeyer’s Charges 

The Rev. Whitmeyer charged 
that cruel treatment in the prisons 
is common, that the food served 
the convicts is bad an~ that nar- 
cotics and liquor haye been circu- 
lated among the inmates. He re- 
signed shortly before the recent 
series of riots, denouncing the kill- 
ing by guards of three escaping 
convicts as “murder.” 

, Warden Hentfy C. Hill téstified 
before the legislative committee 
that trouble has been brewing ever 
since August, 1929, over the ruling 
that old prisoners are not eligible 
for parole under the modified rob- 
bery law, reducing the penalty

NEW ECONOMIC 
SET-UP NEEDED, 
RICHMAN SAYS 


Discusses Declinin g 
Birth Rate Before 
Pythians 


By 1950 the population of the 
United States will have ceased in- 
creasing unless present economic 
conditions are changed, according 
to Irving B. Richman, nationally 
known author and historian, who 
Priday night addressed the open 
meeting of the local Knights of 
Pythias lodge. 

In his address, entitled “America 
Twenty Years Hence,” Richman 
pointed out that in the last 150 
years America’s population increas- 
éd faster than that of any other 
country, but it has now slowed up 
alarmingly. If present economic 
conditions can be rectified, he said, 
our population can continue to in- 
crease rapidly. The conditions, he 
said, can be changéd by co-opera- 
tion without governmental action. 
He suggested agricultural co-oper- 
ative agencies to transfer population 
to localities where it is most needed, 
and pictured a future in which in- 
comes will be nearer one standard, 
with less business uncertainty and 
unemployment. 

Older Men to Run Things 

In the next 20 years, he said, 
older men will assume a more im- 
portant place in the business world, 
replacing the present demand for 
youth. Men between 45 and 65 
years old will run things hereafter, 
he predicted. 

District Deputy Grand Chancel- 
lor John J. Huglin of Fairfield gave 
an address on “The Ideals of Pyth- 
ianism,” outlining development of 
the organization’s principles from 
the days of Pythagoras, Greek phil- 
osophere of 160 B. C. 

Tells of Accomplighments 

Grand Chancellor Frank Hite of 
Marengo addressed the meeting on 
“Perserverance.” He told of the 
work of Pythianism, and gave many 
instances in which thé lodge is giv- 
ing financial aid to needy students, 

Past Grand Master R. B. Huff 
of Muscatine spoke on his experi- 
ences in the 49 years he has been 
a member of the organization.

Economic Demand to 
Force Change, Says 
Dr. Bosch 


BERLIN—(INS)—Closer Franco- 
German economic co-operation, 
based chiefly on an exchange of 
Capital for labor, has been spon- 
sored as the only means to consoli- 
date Europe by Professor Dr. Carl 
Bosch, prominent German indus- 
trialist and chairman of the board 
of trustees of*the I. G. Farben-In- 
dustrie A. G. 


Describing the United States as 
the winner of the World war, eco- 
nomically speaking, and the war 
itself as marking the end of Eu- 
rope’s world-economic hegemony, 
Bosch declares that the Soviet Un- 
ion and Great Britain have elimin- 
ated themselves from old Continen- 
tal Europe, Russia by forming a 
permanent political and economic 
menace to the rest of the world, and 
Great Britain by being tied up by 
its own troubles in Asia and India 
and by concentrating on the con- 
solidation of the Empire. 

“All economic bloc of European 
Powers could rise only from a re- 
gional economic exchange,” says 
Bosch 

Condemns Treaty 

Claiming that the Versailles 
Treaty, owing to its preponderant 
Political aims, has made Europe a 
hot-bed of permanent crises, and 
that neither the Dawes nor the 
Young Plan created a basis for 
European co-operation, Bosch 
pleads for a Franco-German eco- 
nomic exchange as the only means 
to solve the problem. 

“Germany and France are two 
nations predestined by nature for 
a far-reaching economic prosperity. 
Political antagonism has so far pre- 
vented such an exchange. The only 
result of a century-old Franco- 
German struggle has been the per- 
fodical shifting to and fro of a nar- 
row border territory along. the 
Rhine. It is about time to break 
up the rigid fronts by a dynamic 
economic exchange. A high-per- 
centage Franco-German exchange 
would immediately result in an eco- 
nomi¢ understanding between the 
two nations.” 

His Proposal 

Bosch proposes a Franco-Ger- 
man exchange on the following 
basis: 

1—French capital for the Ger- 
man industry. France, according 
to his opinion, ranks right behind 
the United States as a powerful 
financier. 

2—German labor for France and 
her colonies. Germany, says Bosch, 
has an abundance of labor, while 
France. suffers from scarcity of man 
power. 

- 3—Exchange of French ores for 
German coal. Germany buys from 
France twenty percent of ores need- 
ed for industrial purposes, while 
France buys 27 per cent of her 
coal supply from Germany. 

4—German machinery for French 
textile wares. Forty-six per cent 
of German exports go to France. 
The present exchange should and 
could be almost. doubled, claims 
Bosch. 

Bosch concludes his article by 
saying: “It is one of the most im- 
portant tasks for reasonable people 
in Germany and France to help 
create a basis fcr a consolidation of 
Germany and France, and thereby 
of Europe, by overcoming political 
antagonism and by propagating a 
reign of economic reason.” 

Commenting on Bosch’s proposal 
to exchange French capital for Ger- 
man labor, the Communist central 
organ “Rote Fahne” violently as- 
Sails “poison-gas Bosch” charging 
that Bosch urges an “export of Ger- 
man jobless slaves” in return to 
French capital, with the final ob- 
ject of consolidating Europe for a 
general attack on the Soviet Union.

, 120-Mile ~ Gap Nears 


Completion in 
Oregon 


PORTLAND, Ore.— (INS) — A 
new transcontinental hookup bring- 
ing the Great Northern and West- 
ern Pacific railroad systems to- 
gether is rapidly nearing comple- 
tion as construction crews rapidly 
close the 120-mile gap between the 
Northern’s railhead at Klamath 
Falls and the Western’s main line 
at Keddie, Calif. 

An open winter has favored con- 
tractors and hundreds of men have 
received employment during the 
winter months as the two construc- 
tion camps approach Bieber, Calif., 
where they will meet. 

Although the Great Northern has 
somewhat more of the line to build, 
most of the engineering .problems 
are on the Western Pacific’s end, 
where the new line climbs up out 
of the Feather River canyon. 

With the completion of the road 
one of the fondest dreams of James 
J. Hill, pioneer railroad builder, 
will be fulfilled as Great Northern 
trains roar down the Deschutes 
river, through Klamath and the 
Sacramento valley and into San 
Francisco. 

From Klamath Falls the new 
right-of-way traverses the fertile 
Klamath-basin for about 20 miles, 
passing the famous Modcec lava 
beds, Indian war ground, and plun- 
ges into the heavy timber on the 
east slope of the Sierra. 

Bieber, junction point, is in the 
heart of Big Valley, an agricultura! 
region that is expected to develop 
with the advent of rail transpor- 
tation.

Hope Viking Victims 
Are Living Is 
Fading

ST. JOHNS, N. F. — (INS) — 
With. 127 survivors of the destroyed 
sealing ship Viking safe aboard 
rescue ships near Horse Island, the 
last hope for the finding of 28 
missing members of the Varick 
Frissel film expedition in New- 
foundland’s ice-jJammed region was 
centered today on a projected air 
expedition organized in Boston. 
dragged food and medical, supplies 

Rescue parties from three sealers 
over five miles of treacherous ice 
to the hungry victims sheltered in 
five fishermen’s huts on the bleak 
shore, but: further clues as to the 
fate of Frissell and A. Gam Pen- 
rod, his assistant, were not avail- 
able. 

Tea and Biscuits 

Doctors administered first aid to 

those injured in Sunday’s blast, 
which shattered the stern of the 
Viking before fire burned the 50- 
year-old vessel to the water’s edge. 
Later all of the survivors, who had 
been subsisting on rations of tea 
and biscuits, were transferred to 
the rescue ships Imogene and Sa- 
gona. 
Messages from Horse Island 
stated that the survivors might be 
taken to the American Mission hos- 
pital on Twilight Island in Notre 
Dame bay, unless heavy ice jams 
in that region prevented the trans- 
fer. In that case, they will be 
brought here. 

Travel Eight Miles 
Twenty one of the rescued men 
dragged themselves from the scene 
of the wreck over eight miles of 
tréacherous ice to the habitations 
on Horse Island; six others were 
picked up from the ice floes by the 
Sagona. One of these, Harry Sar- 
gent of Boston, was reported re- 
covering rapidiy from his injuries. 

Of the others, W. Kennedy .suf- 
fered from pneumonia, and Clay- 
ton King of frozen feet. 

Hope for those unaccounted for 
was small, but it was understood 
here that Bernt Balchen and Mer- 
ian Cooper, American aviators, in- 
tended to make a thorough search 
of the ice-locked region ‘where the 
Viking was blown apart. Litter 
cold and possibly winter storms 
may be encountered by these fliers.

MOTHER EARTH IS 
TAKING ON YEARS 


NEW HAVEN, Conn. — (INS) — 
The suspicion that earth is 1,852,- 
000 years old is fairly correct. 

At least that is the idea of the 
National Research Council’s Com- 
mittee on The-Age-of-The-Earth, 
made public at Yale. Professor 
Charles Schuchert of Yale, believes 
that methods of calculating Earth’s 
age from biological evidence have 
“no validity in fact.” Professor 
Ernest W. Brown, of Yale, reports 
there is no astronomical data that 
may be used in the work. 

Professor Adolph Knopf, of Yale, 
finds very unreliable the method of 
determining the age of the ocean 
from its salt content, and then ap- 
plying the thing to Earth. 

But Professor Arthur Holmes, 
of Durham University, and Pro- 
fessor Alois Kovarik, of Yale, have 
worked out the plan of calculating 
these things on the basis of dis- 
integration of radioactive elements, 
and both, have reached the same 
conclusion, that Earth is 1,852,000 
years old. 

Professors Holmes and Kovarik, 
according to the committee on the 
Age-of-the-Earth, used different 
methods of approach in getting to 
the same conclusion. The com- 
mittee, appointed in 1927, will is- 
sue its detailed report on the sub- 
ject of Earth’s age in the near 
future.

BLAZE IN CITY 
DUMP STUBBORN 
ONE TO BATTLE 


Fear of Underground 
Fire May Endanger 
Linn Street Paving 


Fire that broke out in the city 
dump near Fifth and Spruce streets 
early Thursday afternoon called out 
members of the department three 
times during the afternoon and 
evening and was still raging un- 
derground today. 

Dense clouds of smoke hovered 
over the neighborhood of the dump, 
which is two blocks long and one 
block square, while firemen of the 
three stations applied water from 
three lines of hose in a vain effort 
to extinguish the blaze. 

Burns Under Pavement 

Fear was expressed today by Fire 
Chief J. J. Brown that the fire had 
eaten its way under the Linn street 
paving which is built on a founda- 
tion of refuse deposited in the long 
ravine for many years. The fire- 
men were required to use picks and 
shovels to reach the blaze which in 
some places could not be reached 
by the stream of water. 

Chief Brown issued a warning 
today to residents of the neighbor- 
hood and others using the dump, 
to exercise caution in building bon- 
fires to burn refuse at the dump 
and not to throw hot ashes about 
the place. These are some of the 
causes advanced for the fires which 
are started easily because of the 
lack of rain to keep the place moist. 

The crews first answered a gen- 
eral alarm at 12:35 o’clock in the 
afternoon. They fought the fire 
for two hours and were called back 
to the dump at 5:20 o’clock. The 
blaze made its appearance again at 
8 p. m. and one line of hose was 
used. The fire was still being 
fought this morning. 

Another dump fire occurred at 
9:27 o’clock ‘Thursday’ evening 
when a call came from the vicinity 
of the dump at the “foot of Oak 
street. One line of hose was used 
here, but there was no danger as 
the wind carried the flames and 
sparks in the direction of the river.

PIPE IN RIVER 


First of 6 Lines pon 
River to Take 
10 Days 


_ Actual laying of the first of the 
six lines to cross the river here on 
the Texas to Chicago natural gas 
pipe line began today near the Illi- 
nois shore. It will take 10 or 12 
days to complete the first line 
under the Mississippi, officials of 
the Pacific Bridge Company esti- 
be connected near the levees to the 
mate. 

The six lines of 12-inch pipe will 
double lines of 18-inch pipe used 
to pipe the gas near the river. 
These doubie lines, in turn, are 
connected with the single 24-inch 
pipe used for the greater part of 
the overland line. 

The smaller pipe is being used

As the pressure of the 
gas is so great as to make it im- 
Possible to open these valves, a 
Pipe of smaller diameter, equipped 
with a small valve, is used to con- 
nect the pipe on both sides of the 
large valve. When it is desired to 
open a large valve, the small valve 
is @pened and enough gas passes 
through the smaller pipe to reduce 
pressure to a point where the large 
valve can be opened. 

The pipe is being lowered into 
the trench dredged last week from 
a barge with a specially built ramp, 
or slide. As one of the 120-foot 
lengths is welded to the last, the 
barge is towed about 120 feet and 
another length welded to the 
lengthening line. The flexibility 
of the steel pipe permits one end 
of the line to be on the barge while 
the middle rests on the river bed.

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The Methods Of The A. M. A. 

In the People’s Pulpit column today is a communication 
from Dr. Martin M. Kors of Chicago, who, like Norman Ba- 
ker, has run up against the dictatorial power of the American 
Medical association. Like the treatments at the Baker hos- 
pital, Dr. Kors methods in his specialty have not been in- 
vestigated although his office is only a few blocks from the 
headquarters of the American Medical association in Chi- 
cago. 

We do not pretend to know anything about medical theor- 
jes. We presume that the American Medical association is 
not above reproach in some of its practices as we know that 
there are undoubtedly many quack remedies and devices on 
the market which should be combatted not only by the 
American Medical association but everybody who has the 
best interests of humanity at heart. Many of these “cure- 
alls” have been eliminated after an investigation has been 
made. Only the other day an alleged electrical device was 
exposed which consisted of a pipe filled with gravel with a 
few wires on each end. The pipe was sealed of course and 
the “patient” took it for granted that the “curative” prop- 
erties, which proved to be the aforesaid gravel, were con- 
tained inside. The contraption probably cost not over a dol- 
lar at the most and sold for $85. That strikes us as being 
altogether a too easy way of making a living to say nothing 
of the harm to the people who were duped. The investiga- 


tors doubted the efficacy of this “cure’—and proved it. 

But now comes Dr. Kors who says he has been successful 
in his specialty without resorting to the generally accepted 
method of operations, an exactly parallel case to that of the 
Baker hospital. Dr. Kors declares he has not been investi- 
gated although his office is only a few steps from the A. M. 
A. headquarters, and neither has the Baker hospital. 

That the medical authorities and others are not adverse 
to investigations is shown by the elimination of several fake 
remedies. This being true does it not seem strange , that 
similar action has not been taken long since in connection 
with the Baker institution and the Chicago physician? , If 
the Baker hospital is a menace to humanity, as they claim, 
why not at least attempt to prove it? Why this long delay? 
Why sneak through the back door by endeavoring to “make 
laws fit the case” without consideration of its merits? As- 
suming what Mr. Baker’s opponents claim is correct, do you 
know of anything that would be a greater cause for direct 
action, for an impartial investigation so that this alleged 
menace could be removed immediately as it should be—if 
their claims are proved? 

Doesn’t it seem strange to you that while many other in- 
vestigations have been made in halting the operations of 
quacks, not even a semblance of an investigation, urged re- 
peatedly by Mr. Baker himself, has materialized here? 

Again we repeat, isn’t it somewhat puzzling? 

We leave it to your common sense. If there was a men- 
ace to your health in your neighborhood you wouldn’t go to 
Des Moines to get them to pass a law to remedy it. You 


would have it removed within 24 hours or know the reason 
why. 

That’s what stumps us—this reason why. 

They have said a lot of uncomplimentary things about 
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this Muscatine institution and its owner. Is it possible they 
fear they will have to eat their own words, which, if so, would 
be a more bitter pill to swallow than any yet devised by a 
physician?

Everywhere, in all countries, man 
is spending millions of dollars 
building laboratories and experi- 
menting in every conceivable way, 
with every kind of substance and 
material, .including poor dumb 
‘animals; seeking the underlying 
principles of inselth. 

Nature has the most wonderful 
laboratory. Man also has some 
fine laboratories but he cannot 
duplicate nature when it comes to 
preparing sustaining foods’ and 
medicinal substances for the up 
keep of the human body.

We know that the more simple

-~ Is it mot a foolish idea to talk 
and preach: about diet, prepare 
balanced meals, figure out so many 
calories and so many types of 
vitamines a day, and then, when 
we feel sick and rundown, seek re- 
lief in harmful mineral medicines, 
and dangerous experimental drugs, 
vaccines, serums, X-ray, radium 
and so forth. Mome of these might 
be all right in their natural states 
but their virtues are questionable, 
after concorted in to some of the 
present’ day formuli. One reason, 
probably the main reason, why 
there has been such a trend to- 
ward other methods of healing to- 
day is just because of the fact that 
man has tried to exist apart from 
nature. It can’t be done. 

Up until about 1885, the best 
physicians used root and herb teas 
in treating their patients. This 
made quite a messy affair and I 
suppose the secrécy of the medi- 
cine was often exposed by the 
patient recognizing some of the 
herbs used in the tea. 

Men forgot his patient when the 
pharmacist camne to his rescue with 
his knowledge of preparing tinc- 
tures and extracts and pills. ‘This 
was fine for the physician; making 
him superior (?) and his formulas 
great and mysterious. This en- 
abled the doctors to work together 
with a secrecy which has develop- 
ed into one of the greediest mono- 
Ppolies of the 20th century. 

This is the answer to the ques- 
tion, “why is the public afraid of 
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the medical profession.” 

The public has become tired of 
being fed poisons and experimént- 
ed with, and the profession, in 
order to live and keep their beauti- 
ful hospitals filled, and to furnish 
material for their internship, has 
made a flank attack as it were, by 
having laws enacted whereby com- 
pulsory measures enable them to 
us our bodies and our children 
bodies for their own selfish ends. 

In many respects we have no 
say as to what may be done with 
the house God gave us to live in. 

Of late years the medical pro- 
fession has become aware that 
tinctures and extracts change their 
chemical composition and _ their 
potency is lessened. 

The time will come when the 
care of the sick will be greatly 
simplified and the treatment of 
the sick will be more in harmony 
with nature. 

Natural foods and medicines. can 
be found for all the ailments of 
mankind, and when these are used 
in their natural, unaltered state, 
the body will receive the active 
principle, whether it be food or 
medicine; the body will build up 
strength and _ resistance to dis- 
ease by virtue of their full organic 
mineral content. 

How many are there today who 
can go through some of the physi- 
cal tortures used by the Indians in 
their native dances. For instance, 
who can take a knife and slip it 
under the chest muscles, or the 
back muscles, making a cut large 
enough to push a stick through; 
then being hung up there by these 
sticks and long thongs of hide, to 
swing and wiggle in the air. 

Aside from the agony we would 
have to endure there is the fact 
that our bodies contain to much 
poison. Infection would set in and 
then goodby. 

The Indians kept their bodies 
clean internally. No doubt -—they 
were plenty dirty and greasy on 
the outside, especially after living 
all winter in smoke tepees and 
hogans. But they kept their blood 
stream clean by going to “nature’s 
laboratory” for their remedies. 

We must always study and be 
on friendly terms with nature. We 
are a part of her.

There 
must be enough practical informa- 
tion on record now from which we 
can make a more universal appli- 
cation of common sense health 
measures. 


Enough mistakes have been made 
to show right from wrong and a 
rehearsal would no doubt bring to 
light points which have been over 
looked previously. 

The benefits of such a procedure 
can not be estimated. Think of 
the good that could be accomplish- 
ed if the million and a half dollars 
which was bequeathed a few days 
ago for more cancer research work 
was used to investigate the proven 
methods already being used. 

It should be much more sensible 
and humane to use the methods 
which are in use and in plain sight, 
if we want to see them, and clean 
up the muddle we are already 
wading through, instead of turning 
our backs and spending this money 
for spite. 

Instead of trying to develop new 
substances in man’s laboratories let 
us use what nature has already

and learn.

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People’s Pulpit:— 

From what I have heard Mr. 
Baker has encountered the dicta- 
torial powers of the American Med- 
ical association. It is a publishing 
house that poses as a medical as- 
sociation that has assumed the 
powers of an hierarchy. When a 
physician states he is a member of 
the American Medical association it 
means he has paid his subscription 
to the Journal and that his local 
society has collected the fee for the 
subscription. He cannot avoid pay- 
ing it. It is the most widely sub- 
scribed medical journal in the coun- 
try—and the least read. You can 
go into thousands of physicians’ 
offices and see the Journal piled 
up unopened. 

The association, as I have stated, 
has assumed hierarchical powers. 
All advancement in medicine must 
be ‘council approved, have the im- 
primature of the few high priests. 
Otherwise it is spurious. : 

Millions upon millions of dollars 
have been contributed to endow re- 
search work by the wealthy people 
of this country. More money has 
been spent in medical research 
work the last few years, and less 
accomplished, than in any other 
field. In the radio industry what 
has been accomplished and why? 
The radio industry freely admits 
that its wonderful progress, its 
marvelous development are due not 
to the big research laboratories but 
to the “attic research men” as they 
call them, individauls working 
along their individual lines. The 
radio industry quickly recognized 
the work these “attic men” are do- 
ing and whenever one shows any- 
thing of any possible value he is 
taken into the big research labora- 
tories and every possible assistance 
is given to him. 

But not so with the American 
Medical association. They only 
condemn and destroy. The priv- 
ileged few only are permitted to 
think and do anything. These priv- 
ileged few, through the American 
Medical association, kick every one 
that dares think for himself, down 
the stairs, into the street and in 
the gutter. ‘They crush the re- 
search man who dares to be an in- 
dividual and work in his own attic. 
I know for I have had this exper- 
ience. 

To show you what the American 
Medical association will stoop to 
do I will quote in part from let- 
ters they have sent out about me 
to inquiring people. Their object 
was to destroy me and I will admit 
they have been very powerful and 
exceedingly successful. Here is in 
part what they say in a form let- 
ter that they have been using. I 
have many of the letters and I wish 
I had a thousand more. 

“Dr. M. L. Kors of Chicago, ac- 
cording to our records, received his 
diploma from Rush Medical Col- 
lege in 1896 and was licensed to 
practice in Illinois the same year, 
He is not a member of the Chi- 
cago Medical society nor a fellow 
of the American Medical associa- 
tion. It seems that as long ago 
as 1918 Dr. Kors was giving the so- 
called Tallman treatment for loco- 
motor ataxia.” 

Then they talk about Tallman, 
although the inquiry was about me 
and goiters and not about Tallman 
or locomotor ataxia. Moreover, I 
was never associated with Tallman. 
But, as they have nothing to say 
about me, they ramble along and 
cover half a page, indirectly “sug- 
gesting that Tallman might have 
been a quack. But they never said 
so. They say: “We have never 
made an investigation of the Tall- 
man method.” Why did they not 
make an examination or investiga- 
tion of the Tallman treatment be- 
fore condemning him? Among the 
letters that the association has 
written in reply to inquiries about 
me is one to an ex-senator. Twenty 
years ago three physicians told this 
senator he could not live ninety 
days. He then went to Tallman and 
was treated. Today he is in fine 
physical health, walks whenever he 
so desires, drives his car and is ac- 
tive in the practice of law. 





Tallman diea fourteen years ago. 
As I had been interested in the 
subject of locomotor ataxia, had 
studied the disease and even writ- 
ten an extensive manuscript on the 
subject, which I never succeeded in 
having published, and as I hap- 
pened to know many of Tallman’s 
patients, I was requested to take 
over the patients and treat them, 
which I did. Te letter continues 
and says: 

“We know nothing about his” 
(that is to say, my) ‘ability in the 
treatment of goiter.” And then they 
continue by saying, “goiter can not 
be entirely removed without an 
operation.” Well, I have been do- 
ing it here in Chicago within a 
short distance of the offices of the 
A. M. A. for ten years. Would it 
not be more honorable, more ethi- 
cal, more just to the parties mak- 
ing the inquiries to step over and 
ask me what I was doing and make 
some kind of an investigation be- 
fore condemning me and my work? 
Perhaps they may be mistaken in 
giving the advice that goiter can- 
not be entirely removed without an 
operation, or perhaps the surgeons 
might object if they said goiter 
could be removed without an oper- 
ation. 

To repeat: “We never made an 
investigation of the Tallman meth- 
od.” And, “We know nothing 
about his ability in the treatment 
of goiter.” But they, this great 
medical association, which boasts 
of its ethics, do not hesitate to 
condemn my work and by innuen- 
does do all in their power to de- 
stroy me. Remember, I have never 
paid tribute to this association.

The German and Scotch 
blood that runs in my veins and 
did run in the veins of my ances- 
tors fias never been dishonored nor 
has it ever stopped to unethical 
practice. And that is far more 
than the American Medical associa- 
tion has to its credit. 


I hope to overcome the in- 
nuendoes the American Medical 
association is using to handicap me. 
in American Medicine of Septem- 
ber, 1930, a medical journal pub- 
lished in New York, I had an ar- 
ticle that presents a logical dis- 
cussion of the cause of goiter—a 
new theory—and pleaded for med- 
ical treatment. I hope some day, 
in spite of the opposition of the 
A. M. A. and others, to educate 
the physicians of this country in 
the medical treatment of goiters 
and avoid the unscientific and un- 
satisfactory surgical method, 


And now, in conclusion, I wish 
to say that the great body of med- 
ical men who are led like sheep by 
the American Medica! association 
have been too busy working in the 
smaller towns and cities, doing their 
work for humanity, to pay any at- 
tention to the A. M. A. and the 
tactics of the publishing house that 
poses as an honorable, ethical 
counselor and adviser to the medi- 
cal men and the public. No more 
noble, more honorable, more hu- 
man men exist than the physicians, 
especially in the country and small- 
er places. Through their local so- 
cieties they should tell the A. M. 
A. what to do instead of being told 
by that publishing house how little 
the general practitioner can do or 
say.

South would be the Declarer 
playing a contract of two or three 
Spades at Auction, four Spades at 
Contract. West would lead three 
rounds of Diamonds. South, trump- 
ing the third, would lead three 
rounds of trumps so as to exhaust 
the adversaries. This would leave 
him with one trump in each of his 
hands. 

A thoughtless player now would 
put dummy in with the King of 
Clubs to lead a Heart for South to 
finesse. But if the finesse lost, 
West could lead a Club and it 
would be necessary for the Declar- 
er to put dummy in with the last 
trump and try a second Heart fi- 
nesse (which would lose also, and 
set him). To realize the possibili- 
ties of the hand, Declarer should 
exhaust the Clubs from his two 
hands; then he could lead-a Heart 
trom dummy and finesse the Ten, 
being sure that if it lost he would 
make every other trick. The 
modus operandi would be as fol- 
lows: 

To tricks 7, 8 and 9 three Club 
leads; winning trick 9 in the dum- 
my and one Spade in each of De- 
clarer’s hands. Then a Heart lead 
from dummy and a finesse of 
South’s Ten. If the Ten wins, 
marking the King-Jack in the East 
hand, put dummy in with a trump 
and lead another Heart. If South’s 
Ten is taken by West’s King, De- 
clarer’s Hearts are all good; but if 
West takes the Ten with the Jack, 
Declarer will not need another fi- 
nesse as West must either lead a 
suit which dummy can ruff and on 
which closed hand can discard his 
Queen of Hearts, or lead a Heart 
up to South’s Ace-Queen.

They are the only survivors of six- 
teen teams that began play here 
Thursday in the state finals and 
move into -the semi-finals today 
by virtue of victories yesterday over 
four other teams which had won 
their first round battles. 

Boone and _ Roosevelt, . ,Des 
Moines, will meet in the first con- 
test this afternoon with the Capitol 
City school a slight favorite by vir- 
tue of a well-earned victory over 
Abraham Lincoln, Council Bluffs, 
last night. 

Praise Muskies 

Muscatine, the strong Eastern 
Iowa Five had a slight scare thrown 
into it yesterday by Mount Ayr be- 
fore throwing all its strength into 
a fourth period finish, will meet 
Gilman, the only Class B school to 
survive the first round. Gilman, 
victorious yesterd#y over a crip- 
pled Goldfield five, will have its 
hands full with the strong Muskies 
who came to Des Moines one of 
the strongest favorites to take 
home the 1931 title. 

The losers of the semi-final bat- 
tles will meet at 7:15 tonight for a 
consolation final while the cham- 
pionship will be decided in a tilt 
between the winners beginning at 
8:30 p. m. 

Central Iowa has a_ stronger 
chance than for several years to 
annex the state title with three of 
the semi-finalists from that dis- 
trict. Muscatine, the only Eastern 


Iowa school to come through to the |: 


final day’s play, is, however, con- 
sidered the most logical contender 
today. 

The rangy Muskie outfit has had 
only a small amount of hard work 
in coming this far and probably 
will have an easier time today in 
the semi-finals with the Class B 
Gilman five than will the winner 
of the Boone-Roosevelt tussle. 

To Broadcast Game 

As large a crowd as any that has 
yet viewed the tournament is ex- 
pected. for the Boone-Roosevelt 
game this afternoon. The two 
teams are not new rivals and 
Boone is only fifty miles from Des 
Moines so that it will be possible 
for a large number of fans to at- 
tend. Roosevelt high school’s sup- 
porters of course will be on hand. 

The final game tonight will be 
broadcast by WHO-WOC, Des 
Moines and Davenport, by the Cen- 
tral Broadcasting company. The 
play by play description of the 
championship battle will be given 
by Andy Wolfries, veteran sports 
announcer for Iowa State college’s 
station, WOI. 

The expected great batile be- 
tween Council Bluffs and Roose- 
velt fell flat last night when a far 
superior Des Moines team had the 
contest under control nearly all 
the way. The final score was 32 
to 20. 

Coach Carl Harris’ fourteen- 
year-old sensation, McMichael, was 
the leading factor in the Roosevelt 
offense with nineteen points. The 
lanky youth was deadly with fol- 
low-up shots and in addition to 
seven goals counted five times from 
the free throw line. 

Council Bluffs, tired from its 
stiff encounter the day before with 
LeHigh and without the services of 
its two regular guards, looked like 
just another basketball team most 
of the time. Occasionally the Lynx 
would show a flash of the ability 
that brought them to the final 
games but for the most part their 
attack was smothered by the 
roughriders. 

The only time Roosevelt was 
threatened was in the _ second 
quarter when after the local team 
had pulled ahead 9 to 4, Council 
Bluffs evened the score before 
Roosevelt scored again; McMichael 
dropped in a basket and when 
Goecker of Council Bluffs again 
tied the score the young Roosevelt 
star got busy and snagged five 
points to enable the winners to 
lead 16 to 11 at half time. They 
were never headed after that. 

Muscatine had difficulty in pen- 
etrating the Mount Ayr defense 
until the final quarter but during 
the last period rolled in nine points 
to down the Southern Iowa five 22 
to 12. : 

Barko, Muscatine’s tall center, 
couldn’t get under way during the 
first half and this was another 
reason that the Mount Ayr quintet 
was able to hang within two or 
three points of the Muskies for 
three-fourths of the game. Dur- 
ing the last period, however, the 
tall pivot man began to function in 
his best style. He dropped in four 
goals during the last half to make 
his total for the day, eleven points. 

Mount Ayre played much better 
than it did the day before in up- 
setting Diagonal who had twice 

ypreviously downed Mount Ayr. 
Nairn, Mount Ayr center, with 
seven points, was largely respon- 
sible for keeping his team in the 
running as long as it was. He shot 
five free throws for a perfect rec- 
ord from the charity line. f

NEW YORK— (INS) —Len Har- 
vey, British middleweight cham- 
pion, was definitely through today 
as a headline fistic, attraction in 
this country. 

Harvey, beaten twice previously 
here by Vince Dundee, was given his 
last chance to stick in the limelight 
at Madison Square Garden last 
night, and he failed. Ben Jeby of 
New York, a second-rater, won the 
decision over the pallid Briton in 
twelve rounds of dull milling and 
definitely relegated him to the 
ham-and-egg class. 

Makes Poor Showing 

Even with an immense advan- 
tage over his opponent in height 
and reach, John Bull’s boy was un- 
able to win. A typical British box- 
er to the core, he was strictly a 
counter fighter and failed to follow 
up the smashing overhand right 
which he landed cccasionally. He 
allowed little Jeby to bore in and 
pile up points with his body punch- 
ing. 

Len can’t take it in the bread- 
basket. Time and again, he folded 
up and held on when Jeby worked 
on him down below. 

The decision of the referee and 
judges in Jeby’s favor was unani- 
mous. A few observers gave Har- 
vey a one-round edge, while others 
thought Jeby won handily. The 
writer gave Jeby the edge by a one- 
round margin. 

Harvey himself did not complain 
about the decision, although he had 
squawked over the judges’ decision 
in his two fights with Dundee. He 
was undecided about his future 
plans today. He may visit England 
and engage in one bout there, but 
plans to return here eventually.

He has completely fumbled 
his chance of meeting Mickey 
Walker, middleweight champion, in 
a title bout at Ebbets Field, Brook- 
lyn, under the promotion of his 
new manager, Jimmy Johnston. 

Tom McArdle, Garden matchmak- 
er, was planning today to pit Jeby 
against Dundee in April or May. Only 
Dundee and two other men have 
beaten Jeby, and Ben defeated the 
other two in return engagements. 

The fight will have little bearing 
on the title situation, however. You 
could throw Dundee, Jeby and 
Walker in a cellar and lock the 
door, and Mickey would be the one 
to emerge. 

Jeby hails from the Old Ghetto 
on the East Side, the section that 
has produced Benny Leonard, Al 
Singer, Ruby Goldstein, Sid Terris 
and other Jewish ring idols.

‘Wheat 
carrying more than 60 percent in- 
fection of stinking smut, when 
treated with copper carbonate or 
ethyl-mercury chloride, gave an 
increase in yield of nearly 200 per- 
cent. The cost of treatment var- 
ies from 5 to 12 cents per bushel. 
Bearley and oats may be treated 
with Ceresan of Corona oats dust 
at the rate of 8 ounces per bushel 
and wheat may be treated with 
copper czrb, copper carbonate or 
Ceresan at the rate of 2 to 3 
ounces per bushel. 

Running the seed through a 
fanning mill will remove weed 
seeds such as cow thistle, quack 
grass, Canada thistle, horse nettle, 
rag weed and fox tail. Fanning 
also removes light weight shriveled 
or scabby kernels which produce 
weak or sickly plants.

Among other things he 
proposed a slash of $3,000,000 in 
budget appropriations, passage of 
the salary grab act, and “pay-as- 
you-go” road construction.

Spring Greens Are 
Furnished by Many 
Wild Plant Species 


WASHINGTON, D. C.— (Special) 
—Good for eating are many wild 
plants sprouting in the springtime 
and obtainable in abundance by 
those whose incomes require eco- 
nomical menus, the Department of 
Agriculture stated. Dandelions, 
horseradish, pokeweed, lamb’s quar- 
ter and many other early plants, 
including alfalfa shoots, cooked with 
butter, or fat meat, are recommend- 
ed. The department's statement 
follows in text: 

Alfalfa shoots are tasty as greens 
and make a cheap and welcome 
addition to the diet in early spring. 
They are particularly appetizing 
when cooked with a trace of oil or 
butter, or a piece of fat meat, bacon 
rind, or ham bone. All greens 
should be cooked no longer than 
necessary to make them tender. 
This spring, especially, many per- 
sons will be looking for opportuni- 
ties to increase their food supplies. 

W. R. Beattie, extension horti- 
culturist of the department, points 
out that in addftion to alfalfa 
many wild plants, sprouting at the 
first sign of spring, will provide ex- 
cellent fare. Vacant fields, road- 
sides, thin woods, and barnyards, 
will soon be dotted with pokeweed, 
lamb’s quarter, wild mustard, dan- 
delions, shepherd’s purse, and horse- 
radish. Field cress or bifter cress 
is almost as common in old fields 
and close to stream banks; water- 
cress is plentiful in spring branches; 
and the marsh marigold or cowslip 
in swampy places in the northern 
states. In the north central states 
it is a common practice to make 
pot herbs of the early leaves of 
sour dock and the early shoots of 
hops and common nettle. The 
young, tender shoots of burdock, 
are sometimes used as a salad serv- 
ed raw with a salad dressing. Some 
of these plants lend themselves well 
to mixtures. Watercress fits in al- 
most any combination. 

Onions may be forced in a warm 
cellar. Each bulb will send up 
three or four tender delicious shoots 
the size of a lead pencil. Sprouting 
turnips and the root stalks or stems 
cut from cabbage heads can be 
planted out of doors at the first 
opportunity to work the soil and 
will then produce dense clusters of 
tender greens within two or three 
weeks. The cabbage stalks depend 
considerably on deep planting for

NEW FREIGHT 
SCALE PUT IN 


50-Foot Freight Car 
Scale Installed 
At West End 


A new 50-foot freight car s¢ale 
with a capacity of 250,000 pounds, 
to replace the antiquated 40-foot 
scale which has served for many 
years, is being put into place at the 
west end of the local freight yard. 
Work on the huge concrete founda- 
tion has been in progress for ahout 
a month now and it is expected 
that another month will be. re- 
quired to complete the job, E. Fer- 
guson, freight agent, told the Free 
Press today., 

The scale, a balance scale, is con- 
structed with two sets of rails. One 
set is “dead,” over which a car may 
pass but not be weighed. The other 
rails are “live,” and by means of 
switches a car will run onto these 
rails for weighing. ‘The “live” and 
“dead” rails are about 16 inches 
apart. ‘ 
The “live” track is set on verti- 
cal iron ties a foot apart. These 
ties run down to the machinery. 
Like the old scale, the weight will 
be calculated and printed on small 
cards. 

The old scale is too short for the 
freight cars in use today, Mr. Fer- 
guson said. It has a capacity of 
only 200,000 pounds, whereas the 
majority of cars weighed today 
range in the vicinity of 216,000 
pounds. It has been in use at the 
\freight yard longer than any memr 
ber of the office can recall, ‘Mr.

Deputy sheriffs Chase 
and McCarthy followed the auto- 
mobile to the junction of highways 
No. 169 and No. 7, about 15 miles 
south of Perry. 

A yellow wheeled coupe was ob- 
served to pass Mrs. Smith’s auto- 
mobile and the two machines slack- 
ened their speed, momentarily, but 
soon speeded up as the officers fol- 
lowed. Near Dallas Center the car 
which Mrs. Smith was driving left 
the road and plunged into a ditch. 
The deputies continued after the 
speeding coupe but lost it on the 
crowded highway.

Sheriff Knee stated he believed 
that one of the men in the yel- 
low-wheeled automobile, bearing a 

eapolis license, was Smith, 
who has been missing since Feb. 
3, when his truck, containing the 
body of a man, was found burned 
near Denison. At first it was be- 
lieved the body was that of Smith 
but later examinations revealed it 
was not the manufacturer.

tchard, attendant at an oil sta- 
tion near De Soto, as the man who 
stopped and purchased supplies 
from him last Friday.

WASHINGTON, D. C.—(Special) 
—A substitute for fresh cream, 
which is finding a market in many 
homes, is being manufactured by 
four Danish firms, according to in- 
formation supplied by the Depart- 
Further in- 
formation was furnished as fol- 
lows: 

The new product, which is based 
on various patents, has been put 
on the market both in Denmark 
and abroad in the course of the 
last year, and consists of milk 
blended into an emulsion with a 
percentage of fine, edible vegetable 
oil corresponding to the fatty con- 
tent of ordinary cream. It is ster- 
ilized, and sold under the names, 
“Credin” and ‘“Malga,” in hermeti- 
cally sealed tins, and “Milco” in 
bottles, each in two qualities, one 
containing small proportions of fat 
and intended for. use with coffee, 
tea, and fruit dishes, and the other 
of richer quality suitable for whip- 
ping into a froth like ordinary 
double cream for use with salads, 
cakes, and so forth. 

During the comparatively short 
time that has passed since the 
manufacture was taken up, the 
new product has found a ready 
market in Denmark, where it is 
much appreciated in many house- 
holds on account of its fresh, pure 
taste and its keeping properties. 


Coming of Tractor 
Foretold Long Ago 
By Abraham Lincoln 


Seventy years ago at the Mil-. 
waukee State fair, Abraham Lin- 
coln predicted the coming of a 
mechanically drawn plow. In an 
address on September 30, 1859, he 
said: “I have thought a good deal, 
in an abstract way, about a steam 
plow. That one which shall be con- 
trived as to apply the larger portion 
of its power to the cutting and 
turning of the soil and the smallest 
to the moving itself over the field, 
will be the best one.” 

It is probable that few of Mr. 
Lincoln’s hearers considered his 
idea of a “steam plow” a practical 
one. Even Lincoln the dreamer 
could hardly have envisioned the 
developments which led to the pres- 
ent day tractor, making it capable 
of exerting a dead pull at the draw- 
bar equal to from 60 to nearly 100 
per cent of its weight.

Efforts Are Made to 
Determine Best 
Practices 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—(Special) 
—Statistical material, drawn from 
various sources enables, the division 
of Farm Management and Costs of 
the Bureau of Agricultural Econo- 
mics, department of agriculture to 
conduct researches of the various 
problems faced by managers of 
farms, according to C. I. Holmes, 
chief of the division. Work of the 
department is described as fol- 
lows: 

The research activities of this 
division have two general objec- 
tives: 

First, that of studying the form 
and function of business organiza- 
tion as found among the 6,000,000 
and more farnis of the country in 
terms of their regional. and local 
variations, the comparative effi- 


*lclency and profitableness of the 


various systems of farming, and the 
factors that are making this or that 
type more or less profitable in the 
dynamic economic medium in 
which American agriculture finds 


tself. 

This involves studies of the size 
of production unit, the program of 
production in terms of the combi- 
nation of products being put out, 
the combination of productive re- 
sources being used, and technical 
processes employed in production. 

The second objective is that of 
studying the efficiency of farm op- 
eration as it affects costs and 
profits. The research needed for 
the reaching of an understanding 
of agriculture, particularly from 
the point of view of the proprietary 
functions of organization and man- 
agement, is partly statistical and 
partly qualitative. 

Series of Prospects A 

We need, first of all, a series of 
research projects which will give 
us a thorough understanding of the 
medium in which the farmer func- 
tions. This medium is made up of 
physical conditions, such as soil, 
surface, climate, and the like; and 
economic forces and _ conditions 
which for the most part impinge 
upon the farmer through the price 
of products and the costs of the 
noe he must use in his produc- 

on: 


This introduces a geographical 
phase “into farm management re- 
search, inasmuch as there are wide 
and significant variations to be 
found in the natural and economic 
environment from region to region 
and from locality to locality. In 
fact, the outstanding economic 
problem of the farmer is to adjust 
his utilization of land and other 
productive resources to the market’ 
demands on the one hand and to 
the particular productive possibil- 
ities on the other. 

The value of such research is to 
be found very largely in a broad- 
ened and more complete under- 
standing of the farmer’s own prob- 
lem and in determining the actual 
and rational trends in farming. 
Such information is indispensable 
in the shaping of agricultural 
policy, by either public or private 
agencies. 

Farmer in Business 

This collective or general phase 
of farm management must be sup- 
plemented by studies aimed at the 
internal and individual phases of 
the farmer as a business proprietor. 
This inquiry touches such things 
as the financing of farm business 
enterprises, the determining of the 
proportion of relation between the 
various crops and classes of live- 
stock which are grown, the selec- 
tion of methods and of equipment 
to be used in farming, and the de- 
termining of an operating program 
for the carrying out of the purpose 
of the farm. 

Such research acquaints the 
specialist with the actual business 
problems the farmer is facing, it 
reveals to him the wide range of 
effectiveness with which various 
farmers are performing these func- 
tions, and it gives the basis for the 
determination of the best business 
and technical practices in the or- 
ganization and operation of farms. 
It thus opens the way for’ the fur- 
nishing of material for education 
in the economy of farming to be 
used not only in the formal in- 
struction work of colleges and 
schools, but in the less formal adult 
education involved in agricultural 
extension programs. 

Material Is Collected 

The statistical material for re- 
search is drawn from _ various 
sources. Perhaps the most impor- 
tant single source is the federal 
census which, through its statistics 
of crop acreages, size of farms, in- 
vestment in land, livestock and 
equipment, furnishes the founda- 
tion for type-of-farmings studies 
and for many other analyses indis- 
pensable to the research objectives 
already enumerated. Many other 
sources’ are drawn upon for this 
‘general purpose. The soil surveys 
published ‘by ‘state agricultural ex- 
periment stations and by the Fed- 
eral Department of Agriculture are 
indispensable for certain phases of 
this research. Reclamation project 
administrations gather annual sta- 
tistics upon utilization of land 
within the project which are highly 
valuable, many of the states gather 
annual figures through tax assess- 
ors and other agencies which have 
the advantage of giving informa- 
tion by smaller geographic units 
than the county, which is of great 
advantage in the rhore geheral as- 
pect of this research. 

In addition to all this material, 
however, the division itself gathers 
avast amount of material first 
hand. Projects are established 
through which the cooperation of 
farmers is secured which enables 
the ‘division to reeeive from them 
current reports on their produc- 
tion programs, their expenses, their 
receipts, and many other details of 
their business operation. These 
form the basis of statistical and ac- 
counting analySes essehtial to the 
research objectives already men- 
tioned. ~ 

Much Information Necessary 

However, a vast amount of vital 
information necessary to the farm 
management research man cannot 
be reduced to formal statistics, he

statistical terms. The accuracy 
with which he understands the 
things which he observes in his 
personal contact with farms and 
farmers determines to a great ex- 
tent the accuracy and adequacy of 
his statistical analysis and the in- 
terpretation of the results of this 
analysis. The successful farm 
management research worker must 
be able to think himself into the 
farmer’s own situation. 

With the generalized view which 
he has through his statistical in- 
formation and its analysis, coupled 
with his advantage in seeing nu- 
merous situations and hence being 
able to detect and interpret the 
working out of economie forces, he 
is enabled «to understand, as the 
typical farmer cannot, the econo- 
mic forces and conditions with 
which the farmer is contending. 

It is this interpretation arrived 
at through painstaking and careful 
research, embodied in effective 
educational programs through 
schools and extension establish- 
ments, which should form the basis 
of a general program of agricul- 
tural readjustment in the United 
States in this period of economic 
depression in agriculture. 

It should be added that the pro- 
gram of this division is almost en- 
tirely a cooperative one. Practically 
all of the projects are carried out 
under formal cooperative agree- 
ments with state research workers 
in farm management, usually at- 
tached to the staff of the state 
agricultural experiment stations. 


WORM REMEDY - 
SHOULD FIRST 
BE GIVEN HER 


Health of Animal Is 
Important Factor 
In Breeding 


By LEONARD M. NEYENS 
(Veteran breeder of big type Po- 
land China hogs) 

In the first place the sow should 
be freed from worms by giving her 
some good proven worm remedy. 
The following has proven successful 
with my hogs: Santonin, 7 grains 
per hundred weight, (but de not 
give more than 21 grains te any one 
hog regardless of size); Areca nut 5 
grains per hundred weight, calo- 
mel, 6 grains per hundred weight; 
Sodium Bicarbonate, 6 grains per 
hundred weight. 

Take all feed away from the sow 
for 24 hours, then feed the worm 
mixture in a thin slop followed by 
a good physic the following day. I 
use Glauber salts. 

Feed the sow very sparingly for 
about two days thereafter. By 
taking the feed away from the sow 
for 24 hours,-the worms bécome 
hungry and will reach through the 
casings for feed, thereby eating the 
Santonin, which is probably the 
greatest of all worm destroyers. 
The calomel and areca nut are to 
work on the liver, the Sodium 
Bicarbonate is to sweeten the calo- 
mel, as well as the stomach, to pre- 
vent salivation. 

After this has beén done, begin 
to get the sow into condition so as 
to have her blood purified and her 
flesh healthy. You can tell her 
condition by her hair, if it lays 
clese to the skin, and is live and 
shiny you may be sure she is in 
good condition to be bred. Now, 
about a week before you are ready 
to breed, and about three to four 
weeks after you have wormed your 
sows, it is best to repeat the dose 
for worms. In this way you will get 
the worms that were unhatched, 
also whatever eggs may be remain- 
ing. 

To condition the sow, I always use 
ground oats, white —_middlings, 
ground barley and ground alfalfa 
hay along with some oil meal, and 
a small handful of salt to a large 
barrel of slop or about 60 gallons 
of slop feed. 

In using the salt, never let it 
stand from one feed to the next, 
as it will become a brine and may 
cause your sows to vomit and in 
some cases cause salt poisoning, 
which generally results in death. 
Salt is a splendid mineral, very ap- 
petizing, seasons the food, and is 
also an enemy of worms, 

One good service is_ sufficient, 
whether the sow be aged or a gilt. 
Should the sow be aged, breed her 
the second or preferably the third 
Gay while in heat, then place her 
in a lot by herself. 

If this cannot be done conven- 
iently, then place her in a large 
pen where she can be quiet. It is 
always better to breed an aged 
sow when she is going out of heat, 
pecause she soon settles down and 
1s therefore more apt to conceive. 
if breeding a gilt, it is best to breed 
her the first day while in heat.

Hammond went to Chi- 
cago University in the days of 
Ernest Leffingwell, Billy Bond and 
Jimmy Henry. After a view of his 
legs, A. A. Stagg decided that he 
ought to be a runner. Stagg en- 
tered him in a quarter-mile, which 
he won, and a half-mile, in which 
he finished well up. The grand old 
man of Chicago athletics probably 
would have had him running the 
mile, but Hammond left Chicago 
and entered West Point. There 
they discovered he was a sprinter. 
At the United States Military Acad- 
emy, John Hammond never was 
beaten in either the 100 or the 220- 
yard dash. He was the only West 
«Pointer entered in the Olympic 
Games at St. Louis, and - into 
the finals of both the sprints. 


As an army officer, John Ham- 
mond was an aide to General Miles, 
and later was stationed at Fort Sill, 
and in Cuba. Later still, he was 
military attache in the Argentine, 
Chile, Paraguay and Uruguay, a job 
which got him a front seat at a 
couple of revolutions. It was in the 
Argentine that he first met Tex 
Rickard. During the World war, 
Col. Hammond was senior instruct- 
or in field artillery at the Platts- 
burg camp. Then he put in some 
time in Washington in the office 
of Gen. Snow, Chief of Field Artil- 
lery. At Anniston, Ala., Col. Ham- 
mond was in command of the train- 
ing camp. There he organized 
fifty-two schools for 40,000 men. 


Tt was at this camp that Col. 
Hammond met those who persuaded 
him, at the close of the war, to go 
mto the banking business. He 
knew nothing of the banking busi- 
hess, but they gave him a nice of- 
fice, where hg sat around as idle 
as an author Hollywood. This 
sot on his nerv®% a bit, as he didn’t 
know how long théy would pay a 
retired colonel @ major general’s 
salary for sitting in a chair. So he 
was much relieved when a mem- 
ber of the firm came in one day 
and asked him whether he could 
speak Spanish. That, at least, was 
something he could do well. 


“Fine!” said the member of the 
firm. “You are just the man to go 
to Bolivia and buy us $12,000,000 
of bonds.” 

That wasn’t so good, because the 
colonel knew no more about bonds 
than he did about bankihg, but 
they gave him a maximum price 
and he took the boat. He bought 





all the books on bonds he could 


|find and started to read them on 


the way down. THey didn’t seem to 
mean much, so he found a banker 





on the ship and asked him to ex- 
plain the bond business. After the 
banker had talked about threé days 
without stopping, Col. Hammond 
went back to his room, got the 
books and threw them overboard. 
He had made up his mind that 
some persons were born to under- 
stand bond, and some were not. 


When Col. Hammond got to 
South America, he waited around 
for the Bolivian Président to get 
into a frame of mind to talk bonds, 
but weeks slipped by without ac- 
tion, so he went over and talked 
artillery to the Secretary of War 
to such good effect that he finally 


signed him up as an assistant buy- | 


er. With this military aid, the 
purchase was concluded. Col. Ham- 
mond stayed over long enough to 
make a profitable oil deal, came 
home, quit the banking business, 
end joined Tex Rickard and Wil- 
liam F. Carey in Madison Square 
Garden. There he introduced ice 
hockey to a palpitating public. 


Clarence Buddington Kelland is 
back from the South and hard at 
work on a new novel in his 
Long Island studio. Bud Kelland 
is the best toastmaster in New York 
and one of the best novelists any- 
where. I never have been able to 
understand why so many persons 
continue to regatd him merely as 
a writer of light fiction, short stor- 
ies and movies. If such books as 
“Dynasty,” “Hard Money,” and 
“Gold” are not serious and fine 
novels of periods in the history and 
life of a nation, then I don’t know 
a@ serious novel when I see one. To 
my mind, “Dynasty” comes close to 
being literature.

He says the 
most popular tricks are those which 
are easily described. Spectators like 
to go home and tell about them.

“The ageing Tilden won so easi- 
ly that I believe fans who would 
have packed the grandstands _ to 
watch a match between Kozeluh 
French ace, 
would refuse to be interested now.” 

On the other hand, there are 
close followers of the’ racquet game 
who believe that Tilden’s success 
in the recent tour through the east 
and middlewest, was caused by 
Kozeluh’s poor condition. These 
observers claim the - little . a 
umped into the matches w - 
dene without having been in this 
country long enough to become ac- 
climated. 

For years, Kozeluh had been re- 
garded as the ultimate in tennis 
perfection. His strokes were per- 
fectly executed and his uncanny 
steadiness in base-line play was re- 
inforced by unusual stamina. 

In France, Karel spent years as 
@ professional coach, and in that 
capacity, frequently met the stars 
of the amateur world in informal 
matches. While no official record 
was ever available, rumors trickled 
through telling of one or two-set 
beatings handed to such players as 
Lacoste and Cochet, French Davis 
Cup defenders. 

When Kozeluh came to America 
some years ago and persuaded Vin- 
cent Richards, second ranging ama- 
teur at that time, to turn his tal- 
ents into cash via exhibitions, the 
tennis world was not surprised 
when the Czech wonder “took” 
Vinnie with loss of only a few sets 
in a dozen matches.

The aviators will cruise over 
Horse Island and White Bay, scéne 
of the tragedy in which some twén- 
ty men were killed outright, and 
scan the ice packs for any possible 
survivors. They will carry @ load 
of food and medical supplies to drop 
to inhabitants of the island, who 
sheltered 127 men after their es- 
cape from the shattered ship and 
the hazardous ice floes.

NEW HAVEN, Conn.—(INS)— 
Almost the first thing that the 
Second Company, Governor’s Foot 
Guard did when it was organized 
in 1775, was to overpower the Brit- 





ish selectmen of New Haven, seize | y, 


all the town powder, and march 
away to Boston to aid their fel- 
low countrymen resisting the Brit- 
ish army. 

The Second Company, Govern- 
or’s Foot Guard of Connecticut, 
then proceeded to stay. in action 
throughout the war of the Rev- 
olution, and wound up at York- 
town, Virginia, with the surrend- 
er of Cornwallis. 

Modern-day Foot Guards are 
going down to Yorktown next 
October to help commemorate the 
affair with Cornwallis. In the 
ranks will be descendants of mem- 
bers of the first line-up of the Foot 
Guard. And the company will 
march in the bright red uniforms, 
modelled after their 1775 uniforms, 
and every man will wear a tall 
bearskin shako. They might al- 
most be mistaken for the British 
soldiers of 1781. 

Six months before they go to 
Virginia, the Foot Guard will cele- 
brate the 156th anniversary of the 
seizure of the New Haven powder 
house, an oceasion that today is 
marked with pageantry, the ap- 
pearance of the governor and rep- 
resentatives of all the organiza- 
tions that had part in the Revolu- 
tion. The seizure took place on 
the last Monday of April, 1775, 
when a rider finally came through 
with news of Lexington fight, and 
on the last Monday of this April 
the celebration will be held here.
